Springfield, III., November 12.— -In 
coming to Springfield mid opposing 
that provision of the proposed pri- 
mary election l;uv that provided for 
the selection of delegates to the na- 
tional convention of delegates to the 
national . convention at parly pri- 
maries, "Uncle Joe" Cannon possibly 
called to mind the experience of 
Abraham Lincoln and the stirring 
events of ISCO. It is Mating the fact 
none too forcibly to say that if (he 
delegates to the Republican national 
convention of tact) had been clwseif 
haphazard by. a plurality vote at a 
party primaries, instead of by n con- 
vention, Abraham Lincoln, in all 
probability, would not have been 
nominated for nrniftlerii that year. 
"Uncle Joe" Cannon may, as i* al- 
leged, have fear of a "divided dele- 
gation" next year. Bui Lincoln Imtl 
a similar fear in 1800, and frankly 
confessed Ids a farm. Me knew that 
if Illinois did not k<> to the Chicago 
convention with a solid delegation, 
and one that would stand resolutely 
by him from beginning in end, In- 
would have small chance of being 
nominated for president. 

The situation of Illinois in IPflO, 
with respect to presidential politics, 
was strikingly similar to the situa- 
tion in 11)1)7. Illinois, had a presi- 
dential candidate, The masses of bis 
party In the state were for him. Yet 
i-ondilipns were such that there was 
danger of an eastern candidate get- 
ting some of the- delegates from Illi- 
nois. It is a inns l interesting coin- 
cidence that the name of Oglcsby 
fgures conspicuously, in. both years, 
kepreienlative John Oglcsby be- 
comes sponsor for a bill that wipes 
out all conventions. Yet if there 
hid been no stale convention in 1800, 
•his father, Richard J. Oglcsby, would 
not have been able by one of the 
finest coups ever executed, in a po- 
litical contest, to have crystalled 
Lincoln sentiment in the state con- 
vention and to send a solid and en- 
l':usiastic ,. delegation to Chicago, 
bound by ironclad instructions for the 
man from Illinois. 

Seward Easily the Leader 

Wtlllih . H; Scwsnl of New York 
was easily -the leading candidate for 
tl « Republican nomination for presi- 
d ut.

Lincoln Sees Menace. 

The Seward, 'movement made con- 
FM'<-rable headway in the north end 
of ihe state, where many county con- 
v. : i tious either refrained -from indors- 
lr. t Lincoln or openly eulogizing Sew- 
rnl. In the south' end of the state the 
Sf vard people were adroitly encour- 
i>- tig t!ie candidacy of Edward Dates 
f.. Missouri. On February 0, laoo, 
Lincoln wrote Norman B. Judd a lert- 
lW: in which he said: ■ 

"I am not- in a position wliere it 
wf.Hd hurt mucli for ine not to be 
n militated on the',- national ticket, 'but 
I :.ui where it- would hurt some for 
i iK- not to get the Illinois delegates. 
W'biU I expected 'when i''wrble* the 
biter to Messrs, Dole and others is 
in** 1 - happening.. Your - discomfited 
n.-:i Hants are most bitter against ine, 
: iffj they will, for rcvcnge'njion me, 
I; >• to the Hales egg in the south, and 
'in the Seward egg In the north,' and 
I'Tt far toward squeezing ine out in 
tin- middle with nothing. Can you not 
lYivji me a little in this matter in your 
mil of the, vineyard?" 

Lincoln looked forward to the state 
(-'intention with many misgivings. 
Mlii; convention wu!ji to.be held at 
I)v.;itur,*Muy », The "Seward egg" 
, pr'nulied to hatch an unpleasantly 
large brood of delegates, But some 



things were happening of which even 
Lincoln was not advised— things to 
be tremendously important in ulti- 
mate remits. 

There lived in Decatur in 18flr) a 
brilliaul young' lawyer and politician 
of the name of Richard J. Oglcsby. 
"Dick" Ogh-sby had made the ac- 
quaintance of Lincoln when a mere 
buy; he had been an ardent admirer 
of Lincoln and was for him for presi- 
dent with all that vehement, rugged 
en l hit si asm that distinguished the 
Oglcsby of after years. 

Oglcsby Sees Possibilities. 

"Dick" Oglcsby was astute, far-see- 
ing; he had Imagination, and Lin* 
coin's magnificent possibilities as si 
popular candidate for president 
loomed targe in. his mind. He was 
acquainted with Lincoln's early life, 
his lowly origin, his rise from pover- 
ty. He knew that out on the Sanga- 
ttion bottom, thirty years before, Lin- 
coln, with' the aid of John Hanks, had 
split rails and built a fence. 

Gov. Oglcsby, a few months before 
his death inlSttS, related to the writer 
the story of his strategy to "kill the 
Seward boon, and commit the state 
unreservedly and unitedly to Lin- 
coln." Oglesby, like Lincoln, foresaw 
the danger of a divided delegation, 
and he proposed to do something that 
would make the delegation 'solidly and 
enthusiastically for ' Lincoln. 

So one day he hitched- up 'a horse, 
and, accompanied by old John -Hanks 
(still a Democrat, but a "great friend 
of Abe") drove out to the Sangamon 
bottom. John Hanks found the old 
fence— the identical black walnut and 
honey-locust raits that he had helped 
Lincoln make in 1810. Two of the 
rails Oglcsby tied , underneath his 
buggy and dragged* back to town. 
Passersby thought there had been a 
break-down; Oglesby- offered no ex- 
planation, and old John Hanks was 
profoundly silent. The rails were 
carefully put- a way In Oglesby's barn. 
Nobody was taken into the secret. 
But when the convention got under 
way, and at a moment that had been 
carefully prearranged, there appeared 
at the door of the wigwam an old 
man with white whiskers, bearing 
aloft a strange banner. | "Gentlemen 
of the convention," said Oglesby, 
"there Is a man op (side, an old Demo- 
crat, who wishes to make a contribu- 
tion to' the convention."' : Then in 
walked old John Hanks, "a fine, robust 
old fellow, with an open countenance 
and bronzed cheeks," [carrying the 
mysterious banner, with the inscrip- 
tion : 

"Abraham Lincoln, the rail candi- 
date for President in i860 — two rails 
from a lot of :t,f)00 made, in 1830 by 
John Hanks and Abe Lincoln." 

Stampedes Convention, 

Tumultuous cheers rent the air. 
The convention went wild, Lincoln, 
who had been keeping out of sight, 
"crouching in a corner," was lifted 
and carried to Ihe platform. He 
"blushed, but seemed to shake with 
inward laughter." Lincoln confessed 
that lie and John Hanks made some 
rails on the Sangamon bottom. "I 
don't know whether we made those 
rails or not," he added; "the fact is, I 
don't think they were a credit to the 
makers; but I do know this — 1 made 
rails then, and 1 think I could mak« 
belter ones then than now." 

"By this time," says Lamon, one of 
Lincoln's biographers, "the ' innocent 
Egyptians began to open their eyes — 
they saw plainly enough' now the ad- 
mirable presidential scheme unfolded 
to their view." 

The Seward boom was dead. "Dick" 
Ogj.esby and ' old John Hanks and 
two fence rails had killed it, John M. 
Palmer was at once- on his feet with 
a resolution declaring that "Abraham 
Lincoln is the first choice of the Re- 
publican party of Illinois for the pres- 
idency," ' and instructing "the dele- 
gates to. the Chicago convention to. 
use all honorable means to secure his 
nomination and to cast the vets of the 
state as: a unit for him." 

Thus vanished the specter of s "di- 
vided delegation" which had haunted 
Lincoln for many months. It turned 
out, as Nicolay and Hay remark in 
their biography, "that the Illinois. Re- 
publicans sent a .delegation to. the 
Chicago' convention full of- personal 
devotion to -Lincoln and composed of 
men of the .highest standing- and of 
consummate political ability, and their 
enthusiastic efforts in' his behalf 
among the' delegations from other 
states contributed largely to the final 
result." 

Illinolsans Were Tireless. 

The statement is somewhat less 
than the full, truth. Without" such 
men on the delegation as David Davis, 
Norman B ■ Judd, Leonard Swett, 
Judge , Stephen, T. Logan, O. H. 
Browning and .others of -their rank, 
and without their adroit and tireless 
work, Lincoln would pot have won 
the nomination in Chicago- on the 18th 
of May, 1860. So cock-sure were the. 
Seward men of the success of their 
candidate that Horace -Greeley (who 
sat as a delegate from Oregon and did 
not want Seward nominated) tele- 
graphed the New York Tribune oh 
the night of the 17th that "the Rppp*. 
iltion 16 Gov. Seward can not coh% 
centrale on any candidate and he will 
be nominated." But the Illinolsans 
were politicians. of the highest rank, 
and by the most consummate skill 
CVti displ ayed In t political combat 
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Ihey brought the Seward opposition 
lo.lhe support of Lincoln, rind Jie was 
nominated. 

Of course there was no such thing 
as n "direct plurality primary" in that 
day; but if that had been the method 
of choosing llic twenty-two delegate*, 
that went from Illinois to the historic 
national convention of 1800, we may 
rest assured that the Seward organi- 
zation- in Illinois would have been 
strong enough "to have slipped in a 
few Seward men. The personnel nf 
the delegation would liave been, in all 
probability, quite different from what 
it actually was. Weak, divided and 
indifferent, the Illinois delpgation 
would have been wholly ineffective to 
cope with the splendid organization

wife or freed them both, so Unit a new 
trial, probably in tho March" term of court 
is regarded b.b certain, 

The verdict came at about nine o'clock 
Thursday night when only about a dozen 
people were in the court room, all from 
2 ion, It was ii remarkable spectacle tin* 
fanatics were all bent in prayer. A buzz 
of moving- lip* could be heard throughout 
the room. Otherwise the -silence van in- 
tense as tho jury filed in. • 

Foreman Ralph Chittenden of Oilmen 
handed the slip of paper that told the fate 
of the Mitchells to Judge Donnelly as toon 
as the jury had been ted out of the jury 
hot by Bailiff Berry. 

* ■ - 

Mrs. Mtlchell when she heard her tins- 
band's fato collapsed and Inter shed bitter 
tears for the man whose fate she considered 
of more Importance than her own. - 

The unusual spectacle of a ion refuting 
ta testify against the .two Mitchells charged 
with being connected with the murder of 
hit mother has brought to light the rumor 
that. Waller Greehulgh might be also 
classed it* one of those who nra responsible 
for the murder of his aged and crippled 
mother. 

Jennie Greenhalgh although told by the 
Judge that she not testify unless she wish- 
ed took the advice "and recited almost the 
only evidence that was of any use in the 
case. ("Jiving a complete history of the 
tragedy from beginning to end, although 
sho seemingly was on the alert not to tell 
anything whereby the Mitchells might be 
brought to punishment for tue death of 
her mother. 

' At the. opening; of tbe'trlal an. attempt 
was made by the attorneys representing 
the defend en ts to persuade the Green bdlghs 
and Mrs. Schmidt to refrain from testify- 
ing.. Prior to (his they bad ''made' an 
agreement with the state's attorney to 
tike the stand and tell all they knew about 
the case, but when the attorney warned 
them to keep on the safe aide' ho refuted 
to talk although bis aged 'father ad used 
him to be a man and stick" to his word. 
This wub thought to put a .climax on the 
■case- and Orvls asked that the case be dis- 
missed, but this motion was denied by the 
court, 

J, K, Orvla made' 'a strong argument 
in which he stated that the' evidence that 
bad been brought up by the state was 
merely circumstantial and should not be 
considered by the jury, nod -that they 
should return a verdict of not guilty as 
the law plainly stated that the 'defendants 
bhouttl be proven guilty beyond' a' reason* 
able doubt.

Discusuion has been aroused by the an- 
nouncement that President Roosevelt has 
u Bed his authority in opposition to the con- 
tinuance of the practice of puttinir the 
words "InGod we Trust" on the coins of 
the United Stales. 

Those whose memory goes bnck to the 
dark days of the Civil war, when few coins 
of the United States were in circulation 
nt this time probably will recall the copper 
2-cent piece as the coin on which they first 
saw the inscription. Those were solemn 
days. The feelings of the .people were - 
keyed to a high pitch. Tho highest and 
holiest aspirations of the royal masses of 
the north were in favor of the success of 
the Union cause, which sometimes seemed . 
in doubt. It wns a time when the nmsses 
believed in God, and when pious pbrazes 
came naturally to the lips of good men. 
The putting of these solemn wonts upon 
the coins teemed to , them as proper as 
prayer as proper ns ,'.he appointment of 
days of notional fasting and supplication 
or days of national thanksgiving. 

It was President Lincoln who 'revived 
this latter custom, which hnd fallen into 
disuse sinca Washington was chief execu- 
tive. During the long interval the cuitom 
of issuing Thanksgiving proclamations was 
strictly confined to the will of the govern- 
ors of the several states. During the Civil 
war President Lincoln frequently u ppoint- 
ly appointed ('ays of thanksgiving for na- 
tional victories, and more than ouce, when 
the results of great battles were discourag- 
ing to the Union cause, he appointed days 
of thanksgiving and prayer. It was in 
1863 that he issued his proclamation ap- 
pointing the lust Thursday of November In 
that year as a day of thanksgiving and 
prayer— a custom which has been followed 
every yen r by every president eince. 

President Roosevelt has the right to drop 
the pious custom which originated under 
President Lincoln of putting on the coins 
an expression of confidence in the Divine 
Overruling Power, ns he would have a 
right H he chose to , cense the practice of . 
appointing an annual day of thanksgiving. 
His retention of the one- practice nnd his . 
decision . against - the other constitute px-' 
pression* of bis personal feeling and exer- 
cises of discretion permitted him under tho : 
constitution and la*. He gives ns hie~ 
reason for non-conformity in the instance 
of the coinage his "very firm- conviction 
that lo put such a motto on coins, or to use 
it in any kindred manner, 1 not only does no 
good, but does positive barm, - and is in 
effect irreverence which comes dangerously 
close to saerilige." 

If this is bufeeling, how could he do 
otherwise than he has done? Lincoln's 
feeling was otherwise, and the feeling of 
many excellent Americans at the present 
time it otherwise.. Congress could order 
tho restoration of the phase if it, chose, but 
Congress is likely lo have its hands lull 
with other business.

Gilbert B. Watrous, of Waukegan,

Gilbert B. Watroui, one of Wnukegan'a 
best known nnd oldest business men, died 
Saturday night at eleven o'clock from heart 
trouble. People who heard the report Sun- 
day that the well known man was dead;

The following year, 1861, saw htm in 
business in Waukegan, .whore he associat- 
ed with W, B, Dodge in the hardware 
store operated under the firm name of 
Dodge & WatwuB, until the year 1883', 
when the present firm of G. B, Watroua & 
Son had its start . In all Mr, Watroua was 
in buslnees in Waukegan for foriy-rir yeara 
and was widely known throughout Lake

In tho caso of 
the capital stock of railroads the de- 
crease amounts to 1676,03?, and in 
that of other corporations $2,057,601. 
In each of the other Items Increases 
are shown.

steam railroads $4,077,578, and elec- 
tric railroads $1,089,193. Tho largest 
assessment on tho capital stock of 
franchise's and corporations other than 
railroads Is mado In tho caso of the 
People's Gas Light & Coke company, 
of Chicago, which totals $5,160,000, or 
net practically one-half tho total as- 
sessment of the state for such Items. 
This assessment, however, Is a de- 
crease of over $100,000 from that of 
1906 In tho case of this company. A 
decrease of $310,000 also Ib noted lo 
the assessment of the Pullman com- 
pany, the net assessment on Its stocks 
and franchises totaling $2,000,000.

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SECRETARY CORTELYOU ASKS 



BIDS FOR $50,000,000. 



.RELIEF FOR THE COUNTRY 



Treasury Alto Will Put Out $100,* 
000,000 In Certificate! of In- 
debtedness to Run 
Ono Year. 



Washington. — Secretary Cortelyou 
Sunday nfght mode tho important an- 
nouncement that aa a means of afford* 
log relief to tho financial situation, 
llie treasury would Issue 150,000,000 of 
•Faun ma bonds, and 1100,000,000 cer- 
tificates of Indebtedness, or so much 
thereof aa may be necessary. Tho 
certificates will run for ono year and 
wilt bear three per cent, interest. 

Secretary Cortelyou says that the 
Panama bonds will afford most sub* 
stantfal relief, aa tho law provides 
that they be used as a basis for ad- 
dltlenal national bank circulation. Ho 
also states that the proceeds from tho 
sale of certificates can be mado di- 
rectly available at points where tho 
need Is most urgent, and especially 
for the movement of crops, which, ho 
says, "Jf properly accelerated, will 
give the greatest relief and result In 
the most Immediate financial returns." 
The secretary calls attention to the 
attractiveness of the bonds and cer- 
tificates as absolutely safe Invest- 
ments. 

Secretary Cortelyou adds that these 
relief measures will enable him to 
meet public expenditures without 
withdrawing for that purpose any ap- 
preciable amount of the public moneys 
now deposited In national banks 
throughout tho country. Two treasury 
circulars, one Inviting proposals for 
the Issue of bonds, and the other ask- 
ing for tho certificates, will be sent 
out under date of November 16. 

In hlB letter to Secretary Cortelyou, 
approving the treasury plans, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt states that ho has been 
n&biired that the leaders In congress 
have under consideration a currency 
measure "which wilt meet In perma- 
nent fashion the needs of the situa- 
tion, and which I believe will be 
passed at an early date after con- 
gvcHs convenes two weeks hence." 

The president also calls attention 
to what Is needed most at this time 
Is that the pcoplo should "realize how 
fundamentally sound business condi- 
tions In this country are, and how ab- 
surd It Is to permit themselves to get 
Into a panic and create a stringency 
by hoarding their savings Instead of 
trusting perfectly sound banks." 



ILLINOIS PROPERTY VALUES. 



Results of Work by State Board of 
Equalization. 

Springfield, 111. — Tho state board 
of equalization, which has been In 
session ten days after tho limit al- 
lowed by law, adjourned Wednesday 
morning. Tho roport of tho railroad 
committee shows a total assessment 
of railroads In Illinois to be about 
$100,000,000, an Increase of 15,000,000 
over 1906. The assessment on capital 
stock of corporations In the state Is 
410,008,100, about (2,1)00,000 less than 
the assessed valuation for 1006. This 
Is explained by the fact that the 
tangible stock of Chicago corporations 
has been assessed nt a much higher 
valuation by the local assessors than 
lust year. 

In 1907 the total equalized value of 
personal property In Illinois Is $246,- 
819,650. The total equalized value of 
lands Is $371,904,086. The total equal- 
ized value of lots is $439,898,662. Tho 
equalized value of personal property, 
lands and lots In 1907 Is $1,138,622,- 
398, compared to $1,015,653,6G2 In 
1905.

BARNEY COMMITS SUICIDE 

LATE HEAD OP KNICKERBOCKER 
COMPANY KILLS SELF. 



PEOPLE OBJECT. 



Deed Attributed to Distress of Mind 

Over Lots of Fortune and 

Standing. 



Now York.— Charles Tracy Barney, 
the deposed president of the Knicker- 
bocker Trust company, and until re- 
cently a power In tho financial world, 
shot and killed himself Thursday In 
his homo. Ills loanB with the bank, It 
Is said, aro amply secured, and when 
ho was forced from Its presidency ha 
was, to nil Intents and purposes, 
eliminated m a factor In banking 
circles. 

What ill effects his unexpected tak- 
ing off might have had on the finan- 
cial situation generally had long since 
bcou dlsconnled, In distress of mind 
over the dissipation of his private, for- 
tune and tho loss of high standing 
among business associates, intimate 
acquaintances find tho hidden drift 
that broke bis health and reason. 

Much of his personal wealth might 
havH been saved. At tho time that 
Earnoy was dying at his homo at 
Knst Thirty-eighth street and Park 
avenue, and surgeons probed for a 
bullet that, misdirected by a nerve- 
less hand, had entered tho body below 
the heart, a handful of friends at a 
downtown office were concluding an 
niTangcment by which tho Ioobo ends 
of tho banker's many enterprises 
were to bo gathered up and financed 
by a stock company which, If not 
wholly successful, would at least res- 
cue from tho wreckage sufficient to In- 
sure tbo promoter's futuro financially. 
Tho conference broke up at tho an- 
nouncement that Mr. Barney was 

dead. 

Mr. Harney, who was In his fifty- 
seventh year, shot himself early In 
the day, while alone in his chamber 
nt the rear of the second floor of his 
home. The bullet entered below tho 
heart and lodged under the left shoul- 
der blade. He died about 2:30 o'clock 
after suffering intensely. " 

Kansas City, Mo.— J. D. Thomas, 
cashier of tho Hank of Albany, of Al- 
bany, Mo., a prominent Democratic 
politician nnd former grnnd master of 
the Masonic Order of Missouri, com- 
mitted suicide at the Midland hotel in 
this city Friday, leaving no messago 
to explain his action. 

There is no evidence that the affairs 
of the Hank of Albany are Involved 
in tho tragedy, tho surviving officers 
having asserted emphatically that 
they knew of no reason for the sui- 
cide of Cashier Thomas. 



AFTER A "GROCERS' TRUST." 



Colorado Attorney General Attack* an 
Alleged Combine, 

Denver, Col. — Attorney General - Wil- 
liam II. Dixon began an action under 
the common taw In the Denver district 
court Thursday with a view to break- 
ing up tho so-called grocers' trust, op- 
erating In Colorado. 

The Retail Merchants' Association 
of Colorado and Its branches' la 63 
cities and towns or the state, the Den- 
ver Jobbers' association, tho Denver 
Retail Grocers' association and about 
20 jobbers aro named as defendants 
and injunctions are sought to restrain 
them from arbitrating, from fixing 
prices nnd from refusing to sell sup- 
plies to retail grocers unless they 
charge the prices fixed by the alleged 
trust. The complaint alleges that tho 
prices of foodstuffs hnve been main- 
tained 20 per cent, higher than they 
would have been It there had been no 
trust. 



SHIPYARDS TQ BE CLOSED. 



Ex-Treasurer of Pennsylvania Ac- 
cused of Accepting Bribe, 

Pittsburg, Pa. — The most surprising 
of the many sensations which have 
developed since the failure of the En- 
terprise National bank of Allegheny, 
in 1905, occurred Wednesday when 
Thomas -.Rlnaker, receiver of tbo de- 
funct Institution, entered a suit In as- 
sumpsit in the United States district 
court agalust ex-State Treasurer of 
Pennsylvania Frank G. Harris, claim- 
ing $20,000 with Interest from October 
, 23, 1003. 

This sum, It Is charged, was paid 
Harris by Cashier Clark, of tho bank, 
as a bribe for his part In permitting 
the promoters of the Pennsylvania De- 
velopment company to uso the funda 
of the Enterprise bank and the state.

TAFT IS AT VLA DIVOSTOK 

SECRETARY GREETED THERE BY 
OFFICERS OF THE CZAR. 



Starts for St. Petersburg Tuesday 
and Will Sail from Hamburg With- 
out Visiting Emperor William. 



Vladivostok. — Secretary Taft ar- 
rived hero at noon- Sunday on 
board tho converted cruiser Rainbow. 
Tho Rainbow was convoyed by tho 
cruisers Chattanooga and Galveston. 

When the American vessels entered 
the Golden Horn they were met by the 
Russian gunboat detailed to' escort 
them up tho harbor. Salutea were ox- 
changed with tho tend batteries. As 
the Rainbow steamed In there could 
be seen the wreck of the Russian tor- 
pedo boat destroyer which was sunk 
during .the recent naval mutiny. 

Tho Rainbow anchored off' ahore, 
guarded by the Chattanooga and the 
Galveston. The secretary and his 
party will remain on board their 
steamer until their departure from 
Vladivostok over the trans-Siberian 
railroad for St. Petersburg at seven 
o'clock on the morning of November 
19. An Imperial car has been placed 
at Mr, Tart's disposal for this journey 
and the emperor of Russia has de- 
tailed military and naval aids to ' ac- 
company h'im. 

Con. Peluga, the commandant of 
this port, and other naval, military 
and civil officials called upon Mr. Taft 
Sunday afternoon. It Is probable that 
from St. Petersburg Mr. Taft will 
journey direct to Hamburg and sail 
for New York on December 7 on board 
the steamer President Grant 

Berlin, Nov. 18. — Secretary Taft has 
definitely and finally decided not 'to 
visit Emperor William. Ho sent- a 
telegram to Charlemagne Tower, tho 
American ambassador to Germany, 
two days ago, expressing his regret 
that ho would not be able to see the 
emperor la England. To this Mr. 
Tower replied by a message la which 
ho pointed out certain considerations 
which might lead Secretary Taft to 
change his plans. A second telegram 
has now been received from the secre- 
tary la which he reaffirms that -ho Is 
obliged to proceed directly to America 
and requests Mr. Tower to transmit to 
his majesty his very deep regret Mr. 
Tart will take a steamer at Hamburg 
early In December. 

Paris, Nov. 18.— OfflcialB ot tho gov- 
ernment learned with the greatest re- 
gret Sunday that Secretary Taft Is 
not likely to visit Franco on his way 
home, as they had planned to extend 
to him many honors.

Ho escaped Into a large office build- 
ing and before he was followed got 
out through a window. He then wont 
to a hat store owned by John C. Wil- 
son, a life-long friend, and shot him. 
Wilson died soon after. Warner was 
captured by a truckman armed with a 
cotton hook,. as he was leaving Wil- 
son's store. 

Patrolman Thomas Walsh was dis- 
charged from tho police "force: on 
charges of cowardice for not following 
Warner into the office building after 
he shot Miss Norllng. 

Warner's defense was Insanity. He 
has not been tried on the Indictment 
charging the killing of Wilson, 

Boulder, Col.— Murder in the sec- 
ond degree with a recommenda- 
tion for the minimum sentence of ten 
years' Imprisonment was the verdict 
returned Monday by the jury In the 
case ot J, W, Reeve, a railroad brake-
